Just now the world is wondering

Since 
that island was freed from Spanish 
rule, we have assumed the responsi- 
bility for permanent peace in the 
little republic.

Tf Mexico were any other couutrv 


than just Mexico, one might form 
some plausible guess as to the out- 
come of the matter. But being Mex-

The latest monthly review issued 


by the Bureau of Labor Statistics

7 to 7.2 cents per pound. A strange 
way to encourage the use of the sub- 
stitute.
